the Camp at Chefte, May 8. 
<7 Eefterday thé Duke of Orleans arriv'd here, 
whereupon the Inhabitants of Valencta 
immediately thought of Submitting. To 
Day their Deputies came hither, and 
their Submiffion, @nly defiring his 
R. Highnefs to interceed with the K. of Spain that 
they might not be “—- with that Rigour their paft 
Conduct deferv'd. The Duke of Orleans has fent 
into thgt City 10 Battallions and 7 Squadrons of 
Spaniards to prevent all Diforder, and fecure the 
Provifions and Ammunition which the Enemy had 
laid up there. The Enemy's Horle, which rallied 
secween Alcira and Valencia, retie’d the 7th Inftant

Leagues beyond Valencia. Almoft all the Towns 
and Places about Valencia have fubmitred. The 
Chevalier d’ Hasfelt is deiach’d with 20 Batrallions 
and 36 Squadrons, to compleat the Reduction of 
the Country. According to the frefheft Advices he 
was advanc’d near to Xativa, but "tis nor certain 
wherher he will attack thar Place; nor whether the 
Marquis das Minas who efcap'd thither after the 
Battle be there ftill, or gone further. To Day the 
Pontons were fent away, for making a “Bridge be-~ 
low Alcira, iato which the Enemy have thrawn 
Troops, with Defign to defend that Poft, which {e- 
cures the Conasnupication of bothr Sides’ of the Ri- 
ver Xucar, and is one of the moft important Pofts 
of the Kingdom of Valencia. To Morrow the Duke 
of Orleans fets out from hence, in Order to go to 
Aragon into which all the’ Troops that are come 
from France are £0 match under the Command of 
Prince Tferclaes'de Tilly “and M. de Legal. The 
Duke of Berwick is to joyn his Royal Highnefs wich 
30 Battallions and 40 Squadrons. 
Madrid, May 10." The Enemy ‘havé rallied’ their 

Horfe, which are much diminith’d, between Alcira 
and Valencia. There is no Account what is become 
of their Foot, who being almoft all deftroy’d, by the 
Lofs of. feveral intire Battallions that ‘were cut in 
Pieces in the Battle, or that were ‘taken Prifoners, 
threw themfelves into feveral Places of the King- 
dom of Valencia and have not rallied yer. git 
From the Antwerp Courant, dared May 0 
Madd, May 14.

Ratibon, May’19: Several Couriers are gone 
through this Place for Vienna, with the News of 
an Action in Spain. On Advice that the French 
grow formidable on the Upper Rhine, the Imperial 
Court have fent Order to the Imperial Regiments 
of Mercy and Lobcowitz, which are now in Bava- 
ria, to march Without Lofs of “Time through 
Swabia and the Black-Forreft-to the Brifgaw : And 
tis faid they willbe follow’diby the Danih Troops 
that are in Bavafia and almoft fully recruived, 
~~ Strasbourg, May 20. The Marfhal de ‘Villars ar- 
riv’d herethe 16th. Out'Army is sow paffing the 
Rhine. Ic confifts 6f “24000 Foor, and 10000 
and Dragoons, befidés the Troops that are left for 
the Security of our Lines of Lauterbourg. “About 
70° Pieces of Cannon, moft of them 18 and 24 
Pounders, and 30 Mortars, are imbark'd to be fenc 
down the Rhine‘ towards Fort-Louis and’ above 
zooo Waggons and’ Carts are fent down by Land, 
with Cannon‘balls, Bornbs, Ammunition and 
rage. Fis given out the Matfhal de’ Villars will 
undertake fome great Enterprize, to oblige the Allies 
to derach Part of theif Army fromithe Netherlands 
tq the Rhine.

Two Days 
Chie we had Advice, that the Enemy were come 
Pic of their Lines, and were encamp'd at Haine, 
St. Paul, and Peronne, where the Elector of Bava- 
ria and the Duke of Vendome took a Review of 
their Army Yefterday. Whereupon our Army ad- 
vanc'd this Morning to Soignies, our Right being 
at Louvignies and our Left at Naaft. The Enemy 
march'd at the fame Time to Pieton, and have their 
Lefcat Trefigny, their Right near Meling, and the 
Head-Quasters at Gofelieres. ‘Tis behiev'd rhey 
made this March on a Suppofiuion that our Army 
would take the Camp of Bois Seigneur Ifaac: We 
fhall know to Morrow, whether they will continue 
in their Camp or march back. This Afcernoon a 
Party of our Huffars met with a Party of 50 of 
the Enemies Dragoons, who were fent our to obferve
